A native Kansas Citian, he attended Central High School, 
Westminster College and the University of Hawaii. 

In World War II he piloted bombers in the South Pacific 
and was awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross with one 
cluster, Air Medal with four clusters, a Purple Heart and The 
Presidential Citation. 

A well-known business leader in the community, he was 
District Manager for the RPM Company and Satz-Pineau 
Inc. before his sales manager position with Griffith 
Oldsmobile. George was the Scout’s Director of Sales before 
being named club Vice-President. 

“It's quite challenging being part of the development of 
Scouts hockey in Kansas City,” says Alexiou. “The work 
may appear endless at times, yet it’s rewarding because we’re 
headed in the direction of the Stanley Cup.” 

George makes his home in suburban Johnson County, 
Kansas. 
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Many men in sports have tried combining playing great- 
ness with administrative skills and failed. Scouts General 
Manager Sid Abel’s record of accomplishments—including 
three Stanley Cup championships—places him in the com- 
pany of a select few. 

The majority of his illustrious 13-year playing career was 
spent with the Detroit Red Wings centering the famed 
Production Line with wingmates Ted Lindsay and Gordie 
Howe. His bench duties started with his skates on, as one of 
the few player-coaches in NHL history with Chicago in 
1952-53. The Black Hawks immediately rose to gain their 
first playoff berth in nine seasons. 

Sid returned to Detroit in 1957 to handle the coaching 
chores and his first general managership position in 1962. He 
continued in that capacity with his teams making the Stanley 
Cup playoffs seven times before handling the same dual 
responsibility in 1971 with St. Louis before coming to Kansas 
City. 

Sid was hired by the Scouts on April 17, 1973 and is still 
pursuing the young, aggressive hockey talent which it takes to 
ve a consistent winner in the NHL. 

Four times named to the NHL All Star team, he was 
inducted into the Hockey Hall of Fame in June, 1969. Sid. 
born in Melville, Saskatchewan, now makes his home in 
Kansas City.

The many faces of a first year team in 
the National Hockey League glanced at 
Coach Bep Guidolin during the 1974-75 
season. The never-ending changes that 
included 35 players fighting for 19 posi- 
lions throughout the schedule could have 
provided the Scouts more excuses for 
losing than hours ina day. But not one of 
Bep’s teams. 

The youngest player ever to play in 
NHL, he was 16 when he started his nine- 
year pro career with the Boston Bruins in 
1942-43. He started coaching in junior 
OHA with the Oshawa Generals and 
London Knights in the 1960’s. His pro 

ecoaching debut came in 1971-72 as men- 
“yp of the fledgling Boston Braves of the 
QL. The Braves won the East Division 
uf that season. Bep remained their 
coach until February 5, 1973 when he 
assumed that role with the parent Bruins. 

Born in Thorold, Ontario on Decem- 
ber 9, 1925. Bep makes his off-season 
home in Barrie, Ontario. He resigned as 
Bruins coach after the 1973-74 season 
and accepted the same position with the 
Scouts on January 7, 1974. 

Under his leadership the Scouts were 
aiming at expansion team “highs” until 
injuries to key veterans took the sting out 
of a mid-season streak which saw the 
Scouts record 9 wins, 8 losses and 3 ties. 

The highlight of the season? Directing 
the Scouts to a 3-2 win over the Bruins, in 
Boston. A sweel victory over his former 
employers only two days after being the 
winning coach in the Prince of Wales 
Conference’s 7-1 victory in the 1975 All 
Star Game in Montreal. 

Under Bep’s guidance, the Scouts have 
achieved respectability and already 
demonstrated they possess the nucleus 
for a future Stanley Cup contender.

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Coach Armand (Bep) Guidolin 
believes that his expansion club, 
which stumbled through a 15-54- 
11 season last year (seven victories 
and six ties better than Washing- 
ton, the NHL’s other fledgling 
club), can come much closer to a 
playoff berth this year. In the fol- 
lowing visit with KC Fan’s Floyd 
E. Sageser while in Kansas City 
in August to conduct a 3-week 
hockey school, Guidolin talks 
about last year’s maiden season 
for the Scouts in the NHL and 
prospects for success in 1975-76. 
Guidolin became the youngest 
player ever in the NHL when he 
earned a wartime berth with the 
Boston Bruins at the age of 16 in 
1942. His 9-year playing career 
took him from Boston to Detroit 
and finally to Chicago. In Detroit, 
he played with Scouts’ General 
Manager Sid Abel. He was coach 
of the Boston Bruins’ 1973-74 
team that lost a 6-game Stanley 
Cup series to Philadelphia. 


KC FAN: How do you feel about 
the Scouts’ first season? 
GUIDOLIN: We had one of the 
better seasons possible for an 
expansion team. Our record 
shows that if we would have had 
a better start, we might have won 
25 or 30 games. But during the 
season we made some trades that 
helped us. 

KC FAN: Did the fact that you 
had to play your first eight 
games on the road because Kem- 
per Arena wasn’t completed put 
you in a hole before you ever 
got started? 

GUIDOLIN: We were away 
from home for two and a half 
months. The players couldn’t get 
their kids settled in school, and

KC FAN: You made an off-sea- 
son trade with St. Louis for NHL 
veterans Craig Patrick and Denis 
Dupere. Do you think they will 
be of major help to the Scouts? 
GUIDOLIN: You have to look at 
it this way. We let Lynn Powis 
go in this trade, but we got back 
what we think are two hockey 
players who could score 40 goals 
for us. We know that Dupere can 
score. He isn’t necessarily a 
checking player, but Lynn Powis 
wasn’t scoring the goals we 
thought he could. In Patrick, we 
have an experienced kid who has 
played in the NHL and can really 
skate and hustle. They say he 
isn’t the best checker in the 
world, either. But if we can come 
up with two or three tough kids, 
you don’t have to have all mus- 
cle on your hockey team. It’s go- 
ing to take some time to get a 
tough kid because no one wants 
to let one go. 

KC FAN: Considering what the 
Scouts had to pay Wilf Paiement, 
your 1974 No. 1 draftee, a lot of 
Kansas City fans thought he was 
a disappointment. Do you look for 
more of a contribution from him 
this year? 

GUIDOLIN: It’s hard for the 
fans to realize the pressure that 
is put on when a boy is only 18 
and is paid so much money. I'll 
say that whatever we paid him 
is fine. We'll find out in the next 
two or three years if we'll really 
get our money’s worth. The boy 
scored 26 goals, and for a young 
lad to come into the league as a 
rookie, he did pretty well. There 
are a lot of players in the NHL 
who have been here five or six 
years who don’t score that many 
goals. There were a lot of things 
he did on the ice that I wasn’t 


pleased with, but he did score a 
lot of goals because we had a 
new club. But this year, he’s going 
to have to learn that scoring goals 
is fine, but you have to be a good 
checker — you have to use your 
body if you're big and strong 
like he is. He learned a lot last 
year, and I’m anxious to see how 
he comes along this year. 

KC FAN: You mention checking. 
Can Kansas City fans expect a 
harder-hitting, sharper-checking 
team this year? 


GUIDOLIN: I always was a check- 


ing hockey player myself. I stayed 
in the league almost 10 years by 
checking, hitting and fighting. Last 
year we didn’t have that kind of 
-club. It’s going to take some time, 
but I want a rough, tough hockey 
club. 

KC FAN: What is your attitude 
toward the World Hockey Associ- 
ation? 

GUIDOLIN: They say they are 
here to stay, but they are hurting 
sports. Any league that pays a ton 
of money to players and yet 
doesn’t pay its bills is hurting 
hockey. They are in so much 
trouble financially that it’s pathet-

KC FAN: Roger Lemelin, play- 
ing with the Springfield Indians 
in the American Hockey League, 
became the first Scouts’ property 
to play on a league champion.

ICING 

Icing is called when a player shoots the 
puck from his own—or defensive— 
zone across the opponent’s goal line 
(but not through the goal crease). Icing 
is not called when a team is short- 
handed; when a player could have 
touched puck before it went across goal 
line: when a player from icing team 
touches puck first. 


OFFSIDE PASS 

An offside pass occurs when a member 
of the attacking team passes the puck 
from behind his own blue line to a team- 
mate across the centre red line. 

An attacking player may pass the puck 
over the centre red line and the blue line 
to a teammate, as long as the teammate 
does not cross the blue line before the 
puck. 


OFFSIDE 
A team is offside when a player crosses 
the blue line before the puck. The deter- 
mining factor in an offside is the position 
of the skates: they must both be over 
the line ahead of the puck to be con- 
sidered offside.
